Mystery Surrounding Murder of 
Mrs, Pulitzer Is Cleared 
by Police, 


HOOPER YOUNG KILLED 
WOMAN IN HIS ROOM 


Her Body Kept for Some Time Under 
Sink in Kitchen and Then 
Weighted and Taken to 
the Canal in a 


Buggy. 


New York, September 19.—The mystery 
of the murder of Mrs. Annie Pulitzer, 
whose nude body was found in the Mor- 
ris canal near Jersey City. has been 
cleared up by the discovery that the 
woman was killed in a flat at 103 West 
Fifty-eighth street, where her clothing 
was found tonight. 

This announcement was made late to- 
night by Captain Titus, of the detective 
bureau. who connects directly with the 
murder @ man named Hooper Young, 
who has recently been employed in a 
restaurant. Titus has learned that the 
woman's body was kept for some time 
under the sink in the kitchen of the flat 
In Which she was killed. Young has not 
been arrested, and is believed to have fled 
the city. He is said to have shipped a 
trunk to Chicago l&st night. 

Young Picked as Man. 

He formerly worked for the Hoboken 
Crusader and the police found his picture 
taken with a group of employees. This 
picture was shown to the Hoboken liv- 
eryman, who at once picked out Young 
as the man who hired a buggy from him 
on Wednesday night. 

The house in which the murdered wom- 
an’s clothing was found is a cheap tene- 
ment in a block containing many stables, 
but ig within a stone’s throw of some 
of the most splendid apartment nouses 
in the vicinity of Central park, south. 

All day long detectives have followed 
clews. They asserted confidently that they 
were close on the trail of the murderer 
and the developments tonight prove the 
correctness of their theory. 

Thei first important evidence developed 
early. It was the identification of the 
nitching strap and the weight used as a 
sinker for the body by Charles Evans, a 
livery stable keeper in Hoboken. These, 
he said, were placed by him in a buggy 
at the special request of a man who 
hired the vehicle from him on Wednes- 
day night and whose puotograph he has 
{dentified. The horse and buggy were 
returned the following morning by the 
same man. 

Her Life Not Good. 

The murdered woman’s husband. says 
that he saw her last late on Tuesday 
night, when she left their apartments 
for the purpose of purchasing some rolls 
ard fruits. She did not return, and the 
theory now is that sne met her mur- 
derer; went with him to his apartments 
and that then, as a result of a quarrel, 
he killed her. The theory is borne out 
by facts now known concerning the 
woman's life. It has developed that this 
life was not a good one. a fact not de- 
nied by Pulitzer Aimself It is uow rea- 
gonably certain that the murderer kept

Wiped Up Stains. 

In the room were found one or two 
articles of woman's clothing, but they 
bore no stain.

THE DELEGATES RUSH 
The level of the floor is about 15 feet 
from the ground and long steps lead to 
the sidewalk from the lobby just outside 
the main auditorium.

Two white men who were in rear of the 
church when the rush began escaped, and, 
realizing the seriouness of the situation, 
rushed to a corner near by and turned in 
a fire alarm. The department came 
quickly and the arrival of the wagons 
served to scatter the crowd, which had 
gathered around the front of the church. 
A squad of police was also hastened to 
the church, and with the firemen finally 
succeeded in relieving the negroes from 
their pinioned position in the entrance. 
The dead bodies were quickly moved and 
the crowd inside, finding an outlet, came 
pouring out. Scores of them lost their 
footing and rolled down the long steps 
to the pavement, sustaining broken limbs 
and internal injuries.

‘ARE CRUSHED 


Horror Occurred Just After Booker Washington 
Had Concluded His Address--Sickening Sights 
in the Church and at Outlets. 


During the stampede Booker T. Wash- 
ington and several other prominent ne- 
gro leaders were on the stage and were 
unwilling witnesses to the frightful 
catastrophe. None of those in the choir 
or in the pulpit were injured in the 
least. For a few minutes they attempt- 
ed to restore order, but seeing their ef- 
forts were futile, waited until the strug- 
gling crowd had advanced far enough 
for them to pick up the dead and in- 
jured. 

NOT A TRACE OF BLOOD 
ON ANY OF THE VICTIMS 

Most of the dead are women. and the 
'physicians say in many cases they faint- 
ed and died from suffocation. <A 
markable feature ot the calamity is that 
no blood was seen on any of the victims. 
They were either crushed or died from 
suffocation, 

Captain Frank. P. O’Brien, 
sheriff of Jefferson county and one of 
the most prominer®€ citizens of Birming- 
ham, was a witness to the catastrophe. 
He. lives within half .a block of. the 
church, and, hearing the commotion, 
went to ascertain the trouble. As he 
reached the front of the church the 
crowd had begun blocking the entrance 
and in describing it he said: 

“IT have witnessed many appalling 
sights, but the wild scene at the head 
of the steps is beyond description, Wild- 
ly excited negroes reachéd the top of 
the steps and began falling headlong 
Cown the incline. Others were pushed 
upon them, and notwithstanding warn- 
ings from the outside, the crowd con- 
tinued to push. In a few minutes men 
and women were piled upon each other 
to a height of 10 feet. 
CRAWLED OVER BODIES 

TO SAVE HER INFANT 

“Presently a negro woman with a baby 
in her arms mounted the mass and, 
climbing over the bodies, leaped to the 
ground without injury to herself or the 
infant. As quick as possible a rescue 
party was organized and as soon as the 
entrance was ‘cleared began the re- 
moval of the bodies.”

Quay Considering Plan To 
Put the Mines in Hands 
of Receivers, 


Philadelphia, Pa., September 19.—

Philadelphia, September 19.—Daniel H. 
McCarthy, a lawyer of Hazleton, Pa., vis- 
ited Senator Quay at republican state 
headquarters here today and submitted 
to the senator the draft of a bill making 
provision for the appointment of a receiver 
to assume control of the anthracite coal 
mines under certain contingencies. Mr. 
McCarthy recently submitted the same 
bill to President Mitchell, of the United 
Mine Workers. 

The measure authorizes the legislature 
to appoint a receiver for the coal compa- 
nies on the ground that the corporations 
have violated the state constitution, 
which provides, in article 16, section 3, 
that charters and franchises of incor- 
porated companies may be revoked if the 


business of the corporations is so con- 
ducted as to infringe the rights of in- 
dividuals or the public welfare. 


It could not be learned what trans- 
pired during the conference, but Mr. Mc- 
Carthy intimated that Senator Quay had 
agreed to give the subject ¢areful con- 
sideration.

Spéaker Henderson's declaration that he 
will not be a Candidate for reelection to 
the house of representatives has caused 
général] .constérnaticn in the republican 
camp'in Washington. 

The leaders of that party fear that the 
effect will be disastrous for them. It 
looks to many of them like the. general 
of an army deserting in the midst of a 
battle, and the speaker is being savage- 
ly denounced in private tor what is term- 
ed ois lack of courage. 

The reason which.he. gives in his letter 
and in his statement—lack ofr harmony 


.With the republicans of his district on. ths 


tariff question—is not regarded by all 
republicans in Washington as being the 
real reason. ‘hey believé the reali reason 
is that he feared defeat by ex-Governor 
Boies, and preferred to get out of the 
campaign rather than have his career in 
congress terminated py being defeated. 
It has been generally recogrized by the 
republicans here that Speaker Henderson 
would have a.very hard fight on his hands 
and that he stood in great danger of 
being défeated: Jt is true that when he 
was last elected he had a plurality of 11,- 
325 votes, but this does not represent 
the true political complexion of his dis- 
trict. In .1890, tor instance, he escaped 
defeat by the narrow plurality of 198, 
and it was feared 4hat with such a strong 
opponent as ex-Governor Boies he would 
not be able to puH through at all this 
year. 

It is said that the treatment of the 
negro voters in the south by the repub, 
licans will cut down the republican vote 
in Mr. Henderson’s district materially, 
as there are over 10,000 negro voters in his 
district and they are very much dissatis- 
filed w§th the way their brethren in the 
south are being turned down by the re- 
publican leaders.

IN MIMIC WAR 


Has Been Made to Sec- 
retary Moody. 


| SEARCHLIGHT PROVED 


TO BE DISAPPOINTMENT 


Not So Effective as Has Been Sup- 
posed—Night Dash of Coghlan 
Into Newport Harbor Is 
Highly Praised by the 
Admiral. 


Washington, September 19.—In his re- 
port to thé secretary of the navy on the 
combined operations between the army 
and navy, Admiral Higginson is. most 
generous in his distribution of praise 
among the officers of the squadron, and 
especially does he commend Rear Ad- 
mira] Coghlan for his very able and effi- 


cient assistance. 

His leading the squadron into Newport 
at night through blinding searchlights, 
smoke and against strong current, 1s 
pronounced to have been a brilliant piéce 
of navigation, requiring a steady and un- 
daunted rierve. Great credit is awarded 
to Captain Lyon, of the Olympia, for his 
cable.cutting operations, and to Captain 
‘Brownson, of the Alabama, and Captain 
Manney, of the Massachusetts, for their 
table work. In fact, nearly all the squadron 
} Officers receive their meed of praise in 
the admiral’s report wherein is noticed 
‘the particular service which each ren- 
dered. Touching the operations them- 
selves, Admiral Higginson says: 

“The intention wag to develop, if pos- 
i-stpte, any weak points in the line of de- 
fense in-the navy and army, and wheth- 
er we have done so or not remains to be 
decided by the baard of examination. The 
work has been arduous and trying. Il 
cannot speak too highly of the way in 
‘which it has been carried out by the offi- 
¢ers and men of the squadron.” 

Regarding some of the leSsons learned, 
he says: 

‘Much valuable knowledge in regard to 
the searchlights has been obtained dur- 
ing egiese operations and ihe general 
opinion seems to be that they are not so 
effective as has been supposed. In ap- 
proaching positions at night the search- 
light would flash very often upon the 
ships, lignting up somkestacks and hull 
so that large print could be easily read, 
and every one supposed the ships had 
been discovered, but the searchlight 
would turn away and evidently the ob- 
Servers had not seen the vessels. 

“One point in regard to searchlights 
was established, wnich shows that if ali 
aids to navigation have been extinguished 
we have in the searchlights of the enemy 
a sufficient guide for an approach to his 
position. 

“To those officers not in the Spanish 
war the experience of keeping position 
and cruising at night witheut lights has 
| been invaluable and has educated them 
to war conditions, and ii is for this pur- 
pose, in my opinion, that these exercises 
sheuld be continued each year.’ 

The work of the naval militia is highly

TRAINS CRASH 
AT HICH SPEED 


Fve Men Are Killed and Two 
Seriously Injured, 


Aceident Occurred Near Pittsburg, 
and Was Due to Failure To Flag 
the Trains—Impact of the 
Colliding Trains Was 
Terrific, 


Pittsburg, _Pa., September 19.—Five 
* trainmen were killed and two seriously 
injured as the result of a head-on colll- 
sion between Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburg and Pittsburg arfd Western 
passénger trains at Witmer station, on 
the Pittsburg railroad, about 10 o'clock 
today.-A number of passengers were cut 
and bruised by fGying splinters and 
broken glass, but none were seriously 
hurt. 

The dead: 

GEORGE CHUGERTY, brakeman of a 
local train, who was on the engine of 
the Buffalo, Rochester and 
train. 

WILLIAM BENEDICT, engineer Buf- 
falo, Rochester and Pittsburg train. 

THOMAS E. DUGAN, fireman Buffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburg train. 

FAY DeMOSS, a boiler maker working 
on the engine.

The accident, it is claimed, was due 
to the failure to flag the passenger 
trains. The Buffalo, Rochester and Pitts- 
burg and the Pittsburg and Western 
occupy the same tracks to Butler, Pd. 
About a half mile this side of Witmer 
station is a long curve. A freight train 
became disabled on the west-bound 
track on the curve this morning and 
as work is being done on a new tunnel, 
it necessitated all trains being run on 
the other track. By some mistake it is 
sald the trains were allowed to come 


the other had passed. The impact was 
terrific and both engines were wrecked 
and the baggage cars reduced to kin- 
dling wood. The passengers were thrown 
from their seats and cut and bruised, 
but fortunately none were hurt severely 
enough to necessitate their being sent to 
a hospital. 

As soon as the news of the disaster 
Was received at Pittsburg a relief train 
was dispatched to the scene with physi- 
cians, and the seriously injured were 
prought to this é¢ity. The Buffalo, Roch- 
ester and Pittsburg train was the regu- 
lar morning express, north-bound, while 
the Pittsburg and Western was an ac- 
commodation train for Pittsburg. 

The miraculous escape of the passen- 
gers was due, it is thought, to the fact 
that the trains were vestibuled. 

Wreck of Royal Blue Flyer. 

Chillicothe, Ohio, September 19.—The 
latest reports of the wreck of the east- 
bound express on the Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern railway at Leesburg 
last night show two killed—the engineer 
and the fireman—and two badly injured— 
one a mail clerk and the other @ pas- 
senger.

The train 
was running at the rate of 50 miles an 
hour when jt ran into an open switch, 
every car leaving the track. The engine 
exploded and Engineer Roe and Fire- 
man Studer were kiled outright. The 
postal and baggage cars piled on top 
of the engine tank and three coaches 
were more or less damaged. General 
Manager I. W. Rawn was in his private 
car on the rear of the train and he 
immédiately began superintending the re- 
moval of the injured. He ordered two 
coaches and an engine from this city 
and had the injured brought here. They 
arrived after midnight and were at once 
taken to the Warner house, where they 
were placed in the hands of local physi- 
cians who were hastily summoned to 
attend them,

NAN AIRSHIP 
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Remarkable Voyage Is Made 


Dy Stanley Spencer, the 
English Aeronaut 
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NEARLY THIRTY MILES 
TRAVERSED BY SHI 


Spencer Made Various Detours and 
Seemed Able To Handle His 
Graft as He Pleased—De- 
scription of the 
Airship. 


London, September 19.—Stanley Spen- 
cer, a well-known English aeronaut, to- 
day. successfully accomplished a remark- 
able flight over London in an airship of 
his own jnvention. It is estimated that 
his ship traveled nearly thirty miles. 


«From observations of those on the 


* ground, Spencer seemed to have com- 


plete comtrol of his vessel. He startec 
from the Crystal palace at a quarter 
after 4 o’clock this afternoon and exe- 
cuted an easy descent at the little vil- 
lage of Eastcote three hours later. 

Spencer has been experimenting re- 
cently with his vessel at the Crystal 
Palace. Finding the conditions suitable, 
he suddenly decided to start off on his 
dangerous voyage late this afternoon and 
the usual crowd of palace spectators 
gave him a hearty send off. After trav- 
eling for about a mile, with practically 
no deviation in his course, Spencer made 
various detours and seemed able to steer 
his ship as easily as a torpedo boat. 
_Spencer’s air ship has a blunt nose an4 
tail and does not taper in a cigar-like 
‘point, like the air ships of Santos- 
Dumont. The bag, which is 75 feet long, 
contains 20,000 cubic feet of hydrogen gas. 
The frame is built of bamboo. The mo- 
tive power is a petroleum motor of about 
thirty-horse power. The extreme speed 
of the new air ship in calm weather is 
about fifteen miles an hour. The ma- 
chine accommodates only one person and 
its entire weight is about six hundred 
pounds.

DIES EATING DINNER 


Marie Henriette Suddenly 
' Her Husband, Members 


Stricken at Spa--Neither 
of Her Family Nor Her 


Doctors Present at the Time.

Henriette, queen of the Belgians, died 
here suddenly tonight at ten minutes be- 
fore 8 o'clock, Neither her husband, mem- 


bers of her family nor her majesty’s doc- 
tors were present at the time of her 
death. She was seated at a table eating 
a light dinner, when she was seized with 
an attack of syncope. Dr. Guillaume, 
‘who, in the course of the day, had re- 
marked upon certain disquieting symp- 
toms in the queen’s condition, was sume 
moned immediately, but her majesty was 
dead before he arrived. 

Two members of her suite were with 
the queen during her last moments. As 
secon as the news of the queen’s death 
became Known a large crowd gathered 
outside the palace.

MORGAN MAY NOT BUY LINE. 


Difficulties in Way of Acquiring the 
White Star Ships. 

London, September 19.—There appears 
to be some doubt in Liverpool as to 
whether J. Pierpont Morgan will com- 
plete the purchase of the White Star 
Line for the Atlantic shipping combine. 
The Liverpool Post says: 

‘‘We have reason to believe that, con- 
trary to popular opinion, the last thing 
in the world Mr. Morgan desires or in- 
tends is to become owner of an Atlantic 
line. 

“The Morgan ambition is to be an hon- 
est broker who, for a consideration, buys 
a fleet from one company and sells it to 
another. Mr. Morgan, up to the present, 
has apparently failed to discover where 
this consideration is coming in. The 
money market is against him and the 
stock market is closed to him, for Eng- 
lish investors will not buy his shipping 
papers at any price, and it, apparently, 
is doubtful whether the American inves- 
tor wil] come to his rescue. Hence Mr, 
Morgan's readiness to sacrifice $500,000 
weekly, which is the amount of interest 
upon the purcnase yrice, Mr. Morgan has 
agreed to pay until the purchase is com- 
pleted. rather than take the risk of being 
landed with all the unappropriated paper 
of the combine.”’ 

Nevertheless, The Post is inclined to 
think the purchase will be completed.

American Detachment Is Probably 
Engaged with.the Moros. 
Manila, September 19.—Captain Jonn J. 
Pershing. of the Fifteenth infantry, com- 
manding the Ameriean forces at Lake 
Lanao, Mindanao, at the head of a bat- 
talion of infantry, two troops of cavalry 
and two guns, left Camp Vicars, island of 
Mindanao, Wednesday, to operate against 
the sultan of Butig, whose fort is situ- 
ated 7 miles southeast of Camp Vicars.

Little Steamer, with Explorer 
Sverdrup on: Board, Has 
Reached Port, 


(Haugesund, Norway, September 19.— 
The Arctic steamer Fram, homeward 
bound, with the Sverdrup expedition on 
board, passed Utsire today and took a 
pilot on board. 


Stavanger, Norway, September 19.—The 
Fram arived here at 3:30 p. m. Captain 
Sverdfup, who received an enthusiastic 
welcome from the large crowd present, 
looked well. 

Christiana, Norway, September 19.— 
Captain Sverdrup has telegraphed to the 
government as follows: 

“The districts explored were the south 
and west coasts of Ellesmereland and 
the hitherto unknown districts: to the 
west of that region. 

“The boiler of the Fram shows signs 
of usage, but everything in good or- 
der.’’ . 

Captain Otto Sverdrup, who was in 
command of the Fram during Dr. Nan- 
sen’s expedition to’ the north pole in 
1895, sailed from Christiana, Norway, for 
the Arctic regions June 24, 1898.

BRITAIN BACKS 
UNITED STATES 


Secretary Hay’s Note Re-» 


garding the Jews Is Wel- 
comed in London. 


CONFERENCE OF POWERS 
MAY CONSIDER QUESTION’ 


Great Britain Has Communicated, 
with All the Signatory Powers 
of Berlin Treaty in Order 
To Develop Their At- 
titude. 


London, September 19.—Secretary Hay’s 
note to the powers which were signa- 
tories of the Berlin treaty of 1878 on 
the subject of the treatment of Jews 
in Roumania, which was received in 
London about a fortnight ago, was wel- 
ccmed in British official circles. The 
tone of the formal acknowledgment of 
the receipt of the note indicates British 
approval of the American initiative in 
this matter and confirms the idea that 
Great Britain welcomes the continued 
intervention of the United States in af- 
fairs in which Europe is more directly 
concerned in the belief that such Iinter- 
vention tends to indirectly strengthen 
the hands of the British government. 
Apart from this, the question of the ex- 
clusion of pauper aliens from Great 
Britain is growing more acute and anti- 
immigration laws are demanded in 
many influential quarters. So, the gov- 


“ernment 1s in sympathy with Mr. Hay’s 


protest, in the hope that the wholesale 
export of undesirable emigrants froin 
eastern Europe may be clrecked, 


Protest of Great Britain. 

The British foreign office this evening 
gave the Associated Press authority to 
announce that his majesty’s government 
had communicated with all the signatory 
powers of the Berlin treaty with the 
view to developing their attitude and pur- 
pose and relation to the Roumanian 
Jews as called to the attention of the 
powers by Secretary Hay. 

In discussing the course adopted one 
of the highest officials of the foreign 
office said to a representative of the 
Associated Press: 

‘It should be understood that our ac- 
tion follows and supplements the action 
taken by the American government, 
which is entitled to full credit for seek- 
ing to alleviate the condition of those 
oppressed people. Mr. Hay’s note was 
addressed to all the signatory powers, 
and now Great Britain desires to ascer- 
tain how the others feel on the sug- 
gestions made and what action is to be 
taken.”’ 

Although the official referred to de- 
clined to discuss the details of the Brit- 
ish note, he gave the reporter the as- 
surance that it followed the lines of the 
American note, and said the British au- 
thorities were in full accord with the 
position assumed by the United Sfates. 
Moreover, he believde that as Great 
Britain has a locus standi as a signer 
of the Berlin treaty, the British note 
is likely to stir the signatory powers 
to concerted action on the lines pro- 
posed by the United States. 


Conference May Be Called. 

Washington, September 19.—So far but 
one answer to the state department's 
official note concerning the Roumanian 
Jews has come to hand. This was from 
Great Britain, and consisted of a brief 
acknowledgment with a _ promise to 
look into the subject matter, which 
promise appears to have been kept by 
the prompt issue of an invitation by 
Great Britain to Germany to open nego- 
tiations on the subject. It is presumed 
that the other nations addressed will 
shortly return their acknowledgments. 
If they are all of the same mind as 
England, it may be that a conference 
will be called of representatives of the 
powers signatory of the treaty of Ber- 
lin with the purpose of bringing pres- 
sure to bear upon Roumania to live up 
to her obligations under that treaty. 

German View of Protest. 

Berlin, September 19.—‘‘The American 
note to the Berlin authorities,” says The 
Vossische Zeitung, ‘“‘represents one of 
the most interesting documents ir con- 
temporary histery, and is one or the 
most remarkable political acts of the 
present day, for it is the first time that 
the diplomacy of the United States 
draws into its sphere of activity occur- 
rences within a European common- 
wealth. America’s controversy with Tur- 
key was a totally dissimilar case, since 
the United States there exercised Its 
naturai right of defending the interests 
of its citizens; but tn the unjust treat- 
ment of Roumanian Jews America is 
not directly damaged. The United States 
is moved to this step by considerations 
of humanity. and is not willing to keep 
silence in the presence of international 
wrong. As the United States did not 
participate in the Berlin treaty, it points 
to principles of international law and 
to eternal justice. Under any circum- 
stances, the United States has the sym- 
pathies of the civilized world, and it 
would be highly shameful to the govern- 
ments of Europe that the wrongs should 
be removed by the action of America.”’ 

The Tageblatt says: 

“Secretary Hay’s note is one of loud 
appeal to humanity, which Roumania 
has outraged in the most disgraceful 
manner. The young American power in- 
augurates its world policy by making 
itself the spokesman of humanity and 
liberty of religion. It shames the old 
civilized states of Europe by reminding 
them of their duties toward civilization. 
The contents of the note dispose of the 
objection that attacks the step to avoid 
Jewish immigration. The note {is ad- 
dressed to all the signers of the Berlin 
treaty, but especially to Germany. No 
attempt at evasion will do any longer. 
It is necessary now to show our colors. 
We hope the policy of the German em- 
pire will not break down at a moment 
when in such a public manner its coop- 
eration is invited in a great task of in- 
terest to civilization and humanity.’’ 

The Lokal Anzeiger says: 

‘‘The note is quite characteristic of the 
American style of thinking. It is pe- 
culiar that the United States, so jealous 
of the Monroe doctrine, should concern 
itself with a matter which is strictly 
European and more particularly the in- 
ternal business of an independent king- 
dom."’ 

The anti-Semitic journals dispose o¢ 
the note with scornful paragraphs. The 
Neuste Nachrichten asks: “Why does 
not the United States tackle Russia, 
which treats the Jews much worse?’ 

Nordau Praises Hay. 

Paris, September 19.—A representative 
of the Associated Press today jnter- 
viewed Max Nordau, vice president of 
the congress of Zionists, on Secretary 
Hay'’s Roumanian note. 

“It is magnificent,” said Dr. Norddu. 
“After a period of darkness during which 
America seemed to be immersed in Mon- 
roeism and the furtherance of her own 
material interests, she has stepped for- 
ward and taken a glorious step in behalf 
of suffering humanity.

inexhaustible, took: #6 care --witth the 
trees they were working, passing on to 
other sections when tthe first ceased yield- 
ing fruit; how finally this system re- 
sulted in the disappearance of the pine 
forests of North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina and large parts of Georgia, and a 
gradual passing of the turpentine indus- 
try to ‘Alahamail BASiscipel and further 
west; how the turpentine industry has 
enormously increased..in the past few 
years, finally giving rise to the fear that 
after a while thete will be an end of 
pine forests. 

All+these. econsiderations gave rise, he 
said, to the question:.“why this waste?’ 
and led people. to. thinking if 
method could not be devised to prevent 
it, for it is a well-known fact that a pine 
forest can replace‘itself if given sufficient 
time.

OF REGISTRATION 


Blank Books Are Distributed in North 
Carolina. 


FOR VOTERS UNDER NEW LAW 


Section cf New Constitution Covering 
Franchise Amendment and Qual- 
stications ivecessary—Copies 
of Law—Other News 
Notes. 


Raleigh, N. C., September 19.—(Special.) 
The secretary of state today shipped to 
‘the county boards of election blank books 
to be filled as tne permanent roll of 
voters under the new law, which carries 
out the provisions of the franchise amend- 
ment to the constitution, which was rati- 
fed August 2, 1900, and became operative 
July 1 of the present year. This law pro- 
vides that: 

“Every person claiming the benefit of 
section 4 of article 6 of the constitution 
of North Carolina, as ratified at the gen- 
eral election’ on the 2d day of August, 
1900, and who shall be entitled to register 
upon the permanent record for registra- 
tion prdvided for under said section 4, 
shall, prior to December 1, 1908, apply. for 
registration to the officer charged with the 
registration of voters as prescribed by 
law in each regular election held in the 
state for members of the general assem- 
bly, and such person shall take and sub- 
scribe before such officer an oath in the 
following terms, viz: ‘I am a citizen of 
the United States and of thé state of 
Nortn Carolina; I am .... years of age. 
I was on ist day of January, A. D. 1867, 
or prior to said date, entitled to vote un- 
der the constitution and laws of the state 
of in which I then resided 
(or, 1 am a jineal descendant of 
who was on January 1, 1867, or prior to 
that date, entitled to vote under the con- 
stitution-and laws of the state of ......e0.. 
wherein he then resided. 

“It shall be the duty of the officer 
charged with the registration of voters in 
all such elections held in this state until 
November 1, 1908, to administer such oaths 
and to record the name of such person 
on his roll of registered and qualified 
voters; and all registration under this act 
and under the said section of the consti- 
tution shall be had and taken at the 
times and places provided by law for 
registration of voters for all such elec- 
tions in this state until November 1, 1908. 

“That in all suits involving the rignt 
to vote, or trying the title to office, or 
other action in which such rolls are pro- 
duced in evidence, all of the facts and 
recitals therein shall be taken as a prima 
facie evidence of such facts and recitals, 
and if the right of any voter upon such 
rolis to vote is challenged, either nis cer- 
tificate or a certified copy of such per- 
manent roll shall be deemed prima facie 
evidence of his right to vote. 

“Any person holding a certificate of reg- 
istration as herein provided for shall be 
entitled to register in any county in this 
state, notwithstanding his inability to 
read and write: Provided, that he shall 
be otherwise qualified as an elector. 

“Any officer charged with any duty un- 


lects to perform the same shal] be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction

Mississippi Legislature Would Only 
Repeal Cotton Clause. 


TO REMEDY THE DIFFICULTY | 


Governor Claims an Extra Session 
Would Have Accomplished Noth- 
ing and the Expense to 
the State Would Have 
Been Heavy. 


September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—No surprise was occasioned here 
by Governor Longino’s refusal to call 
the legislature in extraordinary session to 
repeal the valued policy clause of the 
insurance laws. ‘

insurance companies of the country had 
not agreed to write the blanket form of 
policy in case the clause was repealed 
as to cotton onty, and that the members 
of the legislature’ refused, by an 
overwheiming majority, to for 


te 
any repeal save that Netaining 
the governor could 


to ‘cotton risks, 
than decline to 


not do otherwise 
convene the body. Since the inciplency 


of the trouble the governor has been 
anxious to take any steps within his 
power to remedy the difficulty, and, per- 
sonally, he ig in favor of the entire re- 
peal of the valued policy clause, but 
with no assurance from the legislators 
that the repeal could be secured, except as 
to cotton, and the steadfast refusal of the 
insurance companies to meet tne people 
half way in the matter, the futility of an 
extra session at a heavy expense to th? 
people was readily apparent. 

It now remains to be seen what the 
insurance companies are going to do 
about it, and a belief‘is prevalént in many 
quarters that ereymany days pass by the 
old Mne companies will be offering t9 
take cotton under blanket policies, and 
without marks and numbers. 

Murder Cases Appealed. 

Appeal records in ten murder cases with 
the death penalty attached have already 
errived for consideration at the coming 
session of the supreme court, which con- 
venes on the second Monday in Uctober, 
and an equally large number will ar- 
rive before the end of the first month of 
the term. Forty criminal cases, in 
which various crimes are charged, have 
been filed with the clerk, and by the 
opening fully eighty cases will be docket- 
ed. The criminal business to be disposed 
of by the court will, in al] likelihood, 
compare favorably in volume with that 
of last year, which was the largest in the 
history of the tribunal. 

Error in Minutes Corrected. 

Dr. W. A. Alexander, stated clerk of 
the Presbyterian general assembly, which 
held its meeting in this city last May, 
has issued a statement correcting an er- 
ror in the minutes of the proceedings 
regarding the subject of infant salvation, 
and he calls attention of the members of 
the Presbyterian church in the south 
to the error. Instead of item 1, page 256, 
on the minutes, the Hemphill substjtute 
should be insertcd, which 1éads: 

“In answer to the overtures asking 701 
the rescinding of the one or the other 
part of the whole action of the general 
agssembiy at Little Rock concerning chap- 
ter 10, section 3, of the confession of faith, 
the assembly does hereby rescind the fiftt. 
reason of the last general assembly. for 
declining to amend the confession, which 
is in terms following: ‘Kecause while we 
have a wel] grounded hope, founsed on 
scripture, that all intants, dying in in- 
fancy, are saved, yet the confession of 
faith goes as tar ag the scriptures justi- 
fy a positive creedal statem@nt upon 
this subject.’ 

Kemper County Convicts. 

Kemper county, which, heretofore, has 
been quite prolific :n producing new con- 
victs for the penitentiary, sends only two 
prisoners to tne convict farms at the ve- 
cent circuit court session, both being 
convicted of minor offenses and given 
short terms. in concluding its report 
to Judge Hall, the grand jury said: 

‘“‘We are giad to be able to call the at- 
tention of the court to the fact that 
this county is in better condition morally 
than it has been tin the recollection of 
any one present in many years. It is evi- 
Gent that the law is heing recognized 
as supreme, and the violent and turbulent 
elements are slowly ‘but surely yielding 
to the force of moral and lawful re- 
straint.”’ 

Will Protect Deer.

The President in the West. 

Yesterday President Roosevelt start- 
ed on his tour of the western states 
that lie between the Mississippi and 
the Rockies. . He will cover an area 
of the nation in which now resides 
the balance of power between the 
great political parties. Two factors 
make it lie within that scope—one is 
the unrest and the other the independ- 
ence of the peoples wo inhabit those 
commonwealths. 

The managers of both parties real- 
ize that this year, and probably in 
1904, as go the middle western states 
so will go the union. Extraordinary 
efforts will be expended by the repub- 
licans to hold what they gained out 
there in 1896, and by the democrats to 
return those states to the old faith and 
old alliance of 1892 in favor of just 
and honest tariff reform. 

President Roosevelt himself decided 
that it was opportune, if not necessary, 
that he should make a speaking pil- 
grimage through that region. Perhaps 
he is more convinced of the need for 
his efforts out there since the remark- 
able and sensational withdrawal of 
Speaker Henderson from the congres- 
sional race in Iowa. The president 
wants to talk to the people about the 
trusts and reciprocity and spread the 
oil of renewed confidence in republi- 
can policies on the stormy waters of 
western politics. 

There will be great curiosity in the 
inner circkes of both parties to hear 
what he will say. Nothing can be 
safely predicated of his moods and 
of the notions that may seize him in 
that virile and critical environment. 
The sachem of the senatorial camp 
sat down with him to coach him in ad- 
vance, but how long he will remem- 
ber their diplomatic counsel and how 
far he will follow their plan of cam- 
paign is as doubtful as the way of a 
bird in the air., 

We may be sure, however, that if 
ne goes no stronger against the trusts 
than he did in New England he will 
excite further disgust with the party’s 
attitude toward them than even now 
exists. If he endeavors to discrimi- 
nate between trusts he will find that 
all monopolies look alike to frank 
western eyes, where protection 
touches native products lightly and 
tariff-trust prices rob them right and 
left. If he talks the constitutional 
amendment remedy he will find that 
State sovereignty over corporations 
and local concerns is a sentiment 
quite as dear to the western patriot as 
to those who dictated the Kentucky 
resolutions, dominated the Hartford 
convention or led the South Carolina 
revolt in Jacksonian times. 

In fact, it looks as if the president 
has gone out against a hard proposi- 
tion. If he gets back from his excur- 
sion without damage to himself and 
party he will be a son of good luck. 
If not, his horse-shoe will be turned 
heels down on the archway that leads 
to the campaign of 1904.

Details of the reception accorded J. H. 
Pigott, leader of the sect calling them- 
selves Agapemonites upon his formal an- 
nouncement that he is the. new Messiah, 
indicate considerable interest in the man, 
if nothing more. A special to The New 
York Sun gives some interest facts about 
the sect. The brethren number over 200 
‘and from a colony at Clapton, a quiet 
suburb of northeast London. 

Pigott’s first announcement that he is 
Christ was made exclusively to his con- 
gregation and was followed by formal 
declaration from the congregation in 
these words: 

“We have found Christ. He has come, 
as we know it. We saw him Sunday. We 
care not for the world or the public. We 
have known for some time of his coming, 
and “our hopes have been realized.” 

These Agapemonites are neither rich 
nor poor, but are comfortably off. They 
meét the needs of the church from their 
own purses, and ask nothing from unbe- 
lievers. No stranger can place a dona- 
tion with them. They dress in mourning. 
Their belief, in waiting the pastor's self- 
revelation, was that the day of grace 
past, the day of judgment was at hand, 
together with the second coming of the 
Messian, It was therefore time for praise, 
not for prayer; for the Book of Judgment 
had been shut and the merits of men and 
women had already been weighed. Their 
hymnbook, which is termed ‘The Voice of 
the Bride,’ shows this belief. There is no 
marriage among them, nor is there a bap- 
tisma] font in the church. With the com- 
ing of the Messiah so nigh, they did not 
have time for such vanities as courtship 
and marriage. Those who were already 
married lived as brother and_ sister. 
Pigott’'s wife is a quiet, kindly woman, 
who has always believed absOlutely in her 
husband. 

‘It is the personality of Pigott himself 
which chiefly excites the outer world. He 
is the son of a rich landowner, whose 
family resided on their own estates in the 
west of England for many generations, 
He was educated at Cambridge university 
and became a clergyman of the Church of 
England. But that life was too unevent- 
ful for his ardent spirits. 

‘Then, according to his own admission, 
he led a wild life in many parts of the 
world, He had been gold digging in Cali- 
fornia, coffee planting in Ceylon and sal- 
mon fishing in northwest America. He had 
been a sailor before the mast, leading a 
very loose life, until the cheery invitation 
of an old sailor brought him back to the 
faith. He was afterwards major in the 
Salvation Army, which he quit to enter 
his present sect, and was the first to be 
called ‘the bride of Christ.’ 

“Pigott is 60 years of age, tall, dark, 
clean-shaven and ascetic looking. His 
leadership came three yedrs ago on the 
death of Henry Prince, who preached 
that the second coming of Christ would 
be made known through him on his death 
bed. He prophesied that the creed would 
be fulfilled in his successor. The ashes 
of Prince were placed in Clapton church 
as a talisman of faith. 

Many eminent clergymen, knowing the 
antecedents of Pigott, have written warn- 
ings to Christians again him. All who 
know him agree that he has a curious 
magnetism and charm of manner. He 
is generally acquitted ‘of ‘practicing lux- 


urious livirg, for which Prince was no- 
torious. 

The public declaration of the “new 
messiah’’ came last Sunday. The charac- 
ter of the reception given by the outsid- 
ers was very much like what Americans 
call ‘trough house.”” Only 200 of the wait- 
ing 5,000 persons were able to enter the 
building after about three hundred of the 
Agapemonists tok their places 
church. These strangers, with the out- 
side crowd, kept up a continuous din 
throughout the service. Those who suc- 
ceeded in entering found themselves with 
bruised limbs and tomn coats and ume- 
brellas. 

In the chapel, which has a beautifully 
decorated interior with allegorical bas- 
reliefs on the walls, pews of carved oak 
and much carving in marble and Algerian 
onyx, Pigott, without surplice or robes, 
faced his congregation, staring intently 
and afterwards assuming a mystic, far- 
away look. A silent prayer followed the 
singing of a hymn, which was interrupt- 
ed by blasphemous comments from the 
non-members, three of whom were ex- 
pelled. 

Pigott read in a well-modulated voice 
the beginning of the verse from the 
Epistle to the Corinthians, ‘‘Because the 
foolishness of God is wiser than men, and 
the weakness of God is stronger than 
men.’ He then proceeded to say that 
God was about to manifest this in the 
time that was beginning. He added: 

“For the second coming there was a 
man sent from God whose name was 
Brether Prince. (Referring to the found- 
er of the sect.) Those who received hig 
message were very few. The churches re- 
jected him as a blasphemer and a wicked 
man, but his wisdom is justified again, 
for those who received that message re- 
ceive him now. It is not as rector of this 
church that I stand before you, but as 
Him who has come again as the Son of 
God, come in may own body, come to 
please my reople, to receive my people 
to myself, and to give everlasting life 
to all flesh.” 

Immediately the service was over the 
crc wd rushed fell-mell to catch a glimpse 
of Pigott, who emerged pale but smiling 
and with vacant eyes. The throng sur- 
rounded him, yelling, hissing and threat- 
ening him with uplifted sticks. 

Pigott put his head out of the window 
of the carriage which he had entered, 
his black and gray hair hanging over 
his face, and seemed to invite martyrdom, 
The police prevented him from being as- 
saulted. It is understood that a man whe 
was on the box-beside the driver was an 
ex-prize fighter. 

During the service a detachment from 
the Salvation Army, of which Pigott was 
formerly a member, marched past the 
church singing ‘‘We shall wnow Him 
when He comes by the nail prints on His 
hands.’’ The crowd backed the Salva- 
tionists against the Agapemonists. Some 
of them skouted to Pigot, “Hold up your 
hands.’” Figott did so, showing both 
hands botnd in white cloth.

EMPIRE ELEVATOR | 
FINDS A VICTIM 


Geerge Suber Crushed While at Work 
on Eleventh Floor, 


DIED AT GRADY HOSPITAL 


He Was Operating the Freight Eleva~ 
tor and Attempted To Run It 
Up While Standing on the 
Outside—Did Not Fall i’ 

Through Shaft. * 


George Suber, whd had charge of the 
freight elevator at the Empire building, 
was fatally injured in attempting to run 


landing of the eleventh floor. 

The accident occurred about noon and 
Suber died at Grady hospital at 6 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. 

Suber had been in charge of the elee 
vator only two days and yesterday he 
Wags engaged in hauling freight to the 
different floors of the building. The elé@- 
vator can be operated by pulling the ca- 
ble above as well as inside. It seems that 
Suber, while on the eleventh floor, let 
the elevator pass him going down, and 
reached out and pulled at the cable. In 
some way he missed his footing and was 
caught by the top of the car and crushed, 
at the same time being thrown on the top 
of the elevator as it started down. He 
did not fall through the shaft. 

When the elevator reached the ground 
floor it stopped automatically. Suber was 
conscious when taken from the top of 
the car in the basement. His right leg 
was broken in three places, his right arm 
was broken and he was found to be in- 
ternally injured. 

He was taken to the fifth floor, where 
} Drs. J. C. White and J. P. Rosser per- 
formed a temporary operation to relleve 
him of his soffering. He was then taken 
to the Grady hospital, where he was 
attended By the hospital physicians. 

There was only one eyewitness to the 
accident afid he has fuinigned the fole 
lowing affidavit: 

“On September 19, 1902, I was standing 
on the eleventh floor of the Empire build- 
ing about 8 feet from elevator known as 
No. 1 (also known ag freight elevator), 
when 1 saw G. B. Suber, the elevator 
attendant, who was standing on the elev. 
enth floer, reach into the elevator and 
jerk the lever violently, which started@ 
the car upward. He then reversed the 
lever, which sent it down at a rapid rate 
He then tried to jump into the car ag it 
was going down, which caught his body 
hetween the top of the elevator door ang 
the irom beam, which forms part of the 
eleventh floor. There was no other perm 
son in sight at the time but me and Mp. 
Suber. WILL THOMAS.

‘were unable to find seats stood in the 
rear of the hall and along the walls dur- 
ing the speaking. Considerable enthusi- 
asm was manifested and all the speakers 
were applauded. Those who made ad- 
drésses were Captain Howell, J. R. 
Smith, W. F. Wesley, Luther Z. Rosser, 
E. F. Childress and Forrest Adair. 

Captain Howell repudiated the idea that 
he had attacked Police Chief Ball or the 
whole police department in any speech. 
He said he regarded Chief Ball as an 
efficient officer and that if he was elected 
mayor he would give his cordial sup- 
port to that officer as long as he did his 
duty in the same admirabie manner as he 
was now doing it. 

Judge E. B. Rosser called the meeting 
to order. J. R. Smith was elected cHair- 
man and E. F. Childress was elected 
Secretary.

He went 
north on business and when he came back 
he found letters and a petition awaiting 
nim. He was told that the people wanted 
him for mayor and he then entered the 
race. Before doing so, however, he 
sought the opinion of the city attorney 
and was told by that gentleman that he 
was eligible to run. At this point Cap- 
tain Howell paid City Attorney Mayeon 
a very high compliment, declaring every 
one knew Mr. Mayson was a lawyer of 
ability and one who had never deceived 
a man on a legal opinion in nis Hfe. Cap- 
tain Howell stated his own lawyers had 
told him that when he resigned there 
could be no question about his eligi- 


ility. 


“Any man has the right to Tun for 
office,” said Captain Howell, ‘‘but if he 
has an office at the time let him qualify 
by resigning before ne seeks another. I 
don’t think it fair for a man to hold one 
office and run for another.’’ ‘(Cheers.) 


Wo Criticism To Make. 
He said he had no criticism to make 
of the other candidates who wanted the 


office because he considered the office of 
mayor one of honor and well worth 


striving for. He declared he would rath- 
er be mayor of Atlanta than governor of 
Georgia, because he believed he could do 
more good ag mayor. (Applause.) If the 
hono as conferred on him he would do 
the best he knew how, but would make 
no extravagant promises. One candidate, 
he said, he heard had already promised 
two men in his ward that they would be 
promoted if he was elected. One, ne 
stated, he understood was promised the 
place of chief of police. 

Mr. Howell asserted there were se€v- 
eral places in the city that had been 
neglected when improvements were being 
made. Especially was this true of the 
first and fifth wards. He thought these 
wards should be given their share. He 
also considered that where people were 
paying water taxes they should be gfven 
water facilities and he belicved a mod- 
erate issue of bonds should be made for 
sewer work, water pipe extensions and 
for schools. 
¢he tax rate. Savannah, he said, had a 
tax rate of 3 per cent, while that in 
Atlanta was only 1 1-4 per cent. Peo- 
ple, especialy owners of homes, he stated, 
usually went where taxes were smallest 


and that accounted, in a large measure, | 


for the large population of this city. 

He did not believe the police board 
should be abolished, but he did think 
candidates should not be bothered with 
the question of who they favored for 
commissioner as soon as they announced. 
He thought men snould be elected to 
office who lead the city’s interests at heart 
more than their own private affairs. No 
police commissioners had the right, he 
declared, to telephone down to the bar- 
racks and tell the men on duty to release 
his Kinsman without bond. That, he de- 
clared, was not the way to imsuny pro- 
tection to the people of the city. 

Considerable applause followed Captain 
Howell's speech. Mr. Smith then told of 
the work that had been done in the in- 
terest Of getting a proper pavement tor 
Peters street and of the good work Cap- 
tain Howell had done in that direction, 
He said that when the matter first came 
up, several years ago, one Qt the men, 
now a candidate for mayor, went before 
council in his official capacity and made 
a strongw speech against the work, bas- 
ing his argument on the idea that the 
city could not legaily spend the money 
for the purpose. The then city attorney, 
however, stated it .could be used for

Had Served City Well. 

W. F. Wesley was then called upon 
for a speech. He said he thought the 
selection of the right man tor mayor 
meant the greatest upbuliiding the city 
had ever experienced and there was no 
télling what would result if a mistake 
was made. He gaid Captain Howel) had 
served the people on more than one oc- 
casion and he had always served the 
city well. He had never deen found want- 
ing when the peopie cated on him for 
anything, he said. 

“When you g0 to the ballot box at the 
primary,’ deciared Mr. Wesley, ‘you 
want to select a man whom you would 
willingly trust with your private affairs, 
Now, with that in mind, who wil] you 
select? (Cries of ‘Howell!’ ‘Howell!*) 
When a man does his duty he is deserv- 
ing of praise, but when he doesn’t do his 
duty brand him with your disapproval 
next time. (Applause.) Now, as to the 
‘claims of other candidates: Mr. Johnson 
says Captain Howell is ineli-g-i-b-b-i-e! 
That is the longest cudgel i ever heard 
a short man usge.. (Laugnhter.) if you 
get an ineligible man you have a recourse 
to get rid of him, if you want to, but if 
you get @man’s that unworthy, you can't. 
We had one and couldn't get rid of 
rim: (Laughter and applause.) That 
man wants to be elected again. If you 
get an incompetent and unworthy man 
for mayor you'll Nave stagnation and 
damnation.

Johnson: ‘Uugnt you to be anything be- 
cause sOme one else can’t be?’’’ declared 
Mr. Rosser, and much laughter and ap- 
plause followed the statement.

NO RETIREMENT FOR HOBSON 


Unless Bill for That Purpose Is 


Passed by Congress. 

Washington, September 19.—Naval 
Constructor Richmond Péarson Hobson 
was at .the navy department today, and 
had a talk with Secretary Moody, and 
also one with Rear Admiral Taylor, 
chief of the bureau of navigation. The 
matter of Mr. Hobson’s future assign- 
ment is still pending wt the department. 
The constructor has expressed a prefer- 
ence to be sent to the post at the Cres- 
eent ship yards, which he occupied be- 
fore taking his leave, rather than to 
Pensacola, the place which has been 
in view for him. It Is expected that 
a decision will be reached as to his 
assignment in a few days. 

In the course of regular routine at the 
navy department there is no prospect 
that Mr. Hobson's desire to be retired 
can be granted. He has already been 
rejected by a retiring board, and upon 
his return from a three months’ sick 
leave he’ has been pronounced by the 
surgeon general of the navy fit for duty. 
The constructor may possibly apply for 
another retiring board, but has taken 
no such action as yet. So, apparently, 
the only opening for him to retire from 
the naval service is through legislation. 
The senate committee on naval affairs 
reported a bill for Constructor Hobson's 
retirement, upon the recommendation of 
the president, but the measure did not 
reach the house,

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IDHNSON TALKS 
OF OPPONENTS 


Crowd Estimated at 300 Heard 
Speeches at Grand 


Candidate Johnson Confined Himself 
to the Personal Side of the Race, 
While the Other Speakers 
Touched on the Eligi- 
bility Feature. 


The meeting held at the Grand last 
night in the interest of Alderman Har- 
vey Johnson, who is a candidate for 
mayor, was attended by a crowd which 
Alderman Johnson in his speech esti- 
mated at three hundred. On the stage 
were the speakers and about twenty 
chairs provided for prominent citizens, 
but which were not filled. 

Attorney Lowry Arnold presided, and 
in his introductory remarks talked al- 
most exclusively of..the ineligibility. is- 
sue. Besides Mr. Arnold and Alderman 
Johnson, the other speakers were Colonel 
Clifford L. Anderson, Councilman James 
LL. Key and Hon. Benjamin M. Blaick- 
burn. Alderman Johnson in his remarks 
addressed himself almost wholly to the 
personal side of the question. The other 
speakers confined their statements to a 
great extent to the question of eligit#iity. 

Attorney Lowry Arnold, in introdue-: 
ing Alderman Johnson, said among 
other things: 

“If you elect Captain Howell he will 
have to have the law changed. Maybe 
he can do it. If you elect Jim Wood- 
ward, do you believe he will be able 
to get the legislature to change a law 
for him? I tell you, if Jim Woodward 
is eiected and goes to the legislature 
with a proposition like this he will look 
like a fice under a billiard table.’’ 

Alderman Johnson was accorded a4 
warm reception, and asked the audience 
to move icloser to the stage. He said In 
part: 

“a great many people in Atlanta con- 
Sider it a sacrilege to run against a 
mémber of the Howell family. I don’t 
think so. I honor him for his record, 
and no man can thank him more than 
I do for what he has done for the city, 
but I consider it nothing improper to 
oppose him. 

‘Tl have not lived in Atlanta fifty 
years, but if I live to the age he has 
attained I shall have lived here longer. 

“Captain Howell is a great joke teller. 
If he will take care of the polecat I 
shall gare for the peckerwood. 

“Captain Howell and his son Albert. 
whom I see in the audience, have been 
calling me soft names all over the city. 
I don’t care for their friendship. 

“Captain Howell has stated that my 
vote was once challenged in council. 
This is not true. Two members of coun- 
cil once estated that they would not 
support me for mayor pro tem, because 
I as too close to Atkinson, but my 
vote has never been questioned. 

“The Howell family holds more offices 
than any family In the state. 

‘T don’t intend to go into the matter 
of personal conduct, but I intend to tell 
the people that I have the right to run 
for mayor, 

Relation to H. M. Atkinson. 

‘TIT want to say a word about Mr. At- 
kinson. I have nothing to do with the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, 
though I am in the employ of the Title 
Guarantee Company. Some people thins 
that the Atkinson properties should be 
abused. I shall have nathing to do with 
such conduct. If I am elected mayor 
Mr. Atkinson will get fairness, but noth- 
ing more. 

“Now about Woodward. He has two 
troubles—hoarseness and egotism. He is 
very hoarse now when he don’t want to 
talk. I don’t suppose he will be elected, 
for I am for Harvey Johnson.

TAX INCREASED 
BY CARPENTERS 


Comenton Adds § Cents Per 
Month to Per Capita Tax 


As Wewelt of Increase More Deter- 
mined Effort Will Be Made To 
Organize Carpenters of 
the South and of 
Canada. 


The convention of carpenters and 
joiners yesterday adopted a recommenda- 
tion of the constitution committee in- 
creasing the per capita tax of members 
ef the brctherhood, one of the results of 
the increase being a more determined 
effort to organize the carpenters of the 
south and of Canada, 

The tax was increased from 20 to & 
cents per month, and with the 126,000 
members of the brotherhood will realize 
$31,500 per month, or $378,000 for twelve 
months. The amount realized from the 
20 cents tax is $302,400 for twelve months. 
The addition of 5 cents will make an in- 
crease in the total for twelve months of 
$75,600. 

It was learned yesterday that. the 
change in the per capita tax will be fol- 
lowed next week by the introduction of 
a resolution calling for the services of 
‘additional organizers for the south and 
for Canada. The delegates are anxious 
to render the brotherhood strong in these 
two sectidns and the amount of the in- 
‘creased funds necessary will be devoted 
to this work. It may be that the efforts 
to organize the carpenters of the south 
will represent several thousands of dol- 
lars. ' 

The general executive board has been 
increased from five to seven members, 
and a portion of the extra tax will be 
devoted to the expenses of the two 
additional members of the board. One of 
these new members will be located in 
Canada and the other in the west. 

Some opposition to the increase of tax 
was manifested on the floor of the cdh- 
vention, but after considerable discus- 
sion the recommendation of the commit- 
tee was adopted by a large majority. 

The delegates believe that effective 
work of organization in the south will in 
a certain measure solve the question of 
child labor in the southern cotton mills. 
The argument is presented that ff the 
south is well organized there will bé a 
strong demand for union-made goods 
and the cotton mill men will be forced 
to employ union labor. 

Several additional sections of the con- 
stitution were acted on yesterday, but 
it is understood that the increase of the 
tax was the most important matter. 

Check Sent to Miners. 

Genéral Secretary and Treasurer Frank 
Duffy ltast night forwarded a check for 
$10,000 to General Secretary and Treasurer 
William B. Wilson, of the Mine Workers’ 
Association, this being the amount ap- 
propriated by the convention this week 
for the relief of the striking coal miners 
in the anthrecite coal region in Pennsyl- 
vania. The money is to be immediately 
applied to the needs of the strikers and 
their’ families. 

Mr. Duffy has also received telegrams 
from President John Mitchell, of the 
Mine Workers’ Association, and from 
Secretary and Treasurer Wilson express- 
ing to the convention their hearty thanks 
for and appreciation of the gift of the 
carpenters. The check was sent to Mr. 
Wilson at the headquarters of the asso- 
ciation in Indianapolis. 

The convention will hold only one ses- 
sion today—the morning session. Thé 
delegates will have a half holiday and 
will be given an opportunity to visit the 
points of interest in and about the city. 


REPORT ON 


Value of the Disappearing Carriage 
Sustained by Board. 
Washington, Séptembér 19.—Secretary 
Root has approved the findings and 
recommendations of the board appointed 
to conduct tests and report’ upon the 
value of disappearing gun carriages for 
sea coast defenses. Thé board is unani- 
mous in recommending the continuance of 
the manufacture of disappearing gun car- 
riages for 8-inch, 10-inch and 12-inch gune, 
without regard to high or low sites. it 
recommends that no more 6-inch guns be 
mounted on disappearing carrifages as tne 
development of rapid-fire 6-inch guns has 
made it essentia] that they should be 
mountéd on barbette carriages. The 
board recommends increésed allowances 
for gunners in order that expert me- 
chanics may be induced to engage in 

this branch of work. 
In conclusion, the board commends the 
Buffington-Crogier disappearing carriage.

IN SUPERIOR COURT 


The Seri-Culture and Manufacturing 
Company Will Raise Raw Mate, 
rial in North Georgia and 
Establish Several Plants 

in the State. 


The culture and manufacture of silk 
In Georgia, which was introduced the 


past spring near Tallulah Falls, is to 


Tesult in the establishment in Atlanta 
of a big modern plant to cost several 
hundred thousand dollars. 

The silk industry is being introduced 
by the Seri-Culture and Manufacturing 
Company, capitalized at $250,000. An ap- 
Plication for a charter for the concern 
was filed yesterday in the office of Clerk 
Arnold Broyles, of the superior court 
The right is asked to increase the cap- 
ital stock to not more than $1,000,000, and 
the company proposes: to expend this 
sum in raising and manufacturing silk 
in Georgia. 

The incorporators are Louis B. Magid, 
of Habersham county, and W. R. Sweet, 
of Rabun county. The object of the 
company is to produce the raw material 
and to build plants in several different 
Sections of the state for its manufac- 
ture. The enterprise is backed by east- 
ern capital. 

The main office wil] be located in At- 
lanta and the Atlanta plant will be the 
largest of the several to be erected in 
the state. Work on this plant will not 
begin until the industry is sufficiently 
Geveloped to warrant its construction. 

The company has already purchased 
£,500 acres of land on the line of the 
Tallulah Falls railroad and has been 
divided into 25-acre farms. On each of 
these farms 5 acres are to be planted 
in white mulberry trees and silk worms 
fre to be raised for the production of 
silk. Ten thousand trees were planted 
during the spring, and the company is 
now preparing to plant 40,000 additional 
trees. A manufacturing plant will also 
be located there. 


Foreigners Coming. 

The company proposes to bring to 
Georgia within the next two vears Ital- 
fan and French families, from the silk 
producing centers of the world, to en- 
gage in the culture and manufacture 
of the fiber, in order that they may 
train the Georgia people in the indus- 
try. Farm houses will be built on the 
farms by the company, and these will 
be occupied by the foreign families. The 
foreigners will be used as workmen in 
the plants, as well as on the farms. The 
company owns two water powers near 
Tallulah Falls and these will be devel- 
oped for its uses. 

Mr. Magid, one of the {ncorporators, 
was seen last night and talked enthu- 
Siastically of the prospects of the new 
industry. He has traveled extensively 
and finds that north Georgia is admira- 


bly adapted jor the production of silk 


He states that the industry, if properly 
herdled, will mean millions of dollars 
annually for this state. Mr. Magid is 
preparing a practical manual for silk 
raisers, and this will be distributed by 
the company.

He states. that 
when the car ran opposite the wagon 
the motorman unnecessarily and im- 
properly blew a shrill and unfamiliar 
whistle, which so frightened the team 
that it ran away. 

It is alleged that a fence was knocked 
down, the wagon broken up, and that 
Vaughn was knocked out and injured. 
The motorman is charged with negli- 
gence in running the car past the wagon 
at a high rate of speed and with blowing 
the whistle. Attorney Thomas L Bishop 
filed the suit.

MANY NONRESIDENTS 
ANGRY AT DISMISSAL 


Major Slaton States That a School for 
Such Scholars at a Tuition of 
$50 a Year Would Prove 
Paying Investment tag. 
Atlanta. | 


“A room will be fitted up in the Wil- 
liams street schoo] for the accommoda- 
tion of fifty-three children and when this 
is opened for use next Wednesday morn- 
ing we will have geated all of the white 
children who have applied for admission 
this fall. This means some 13,000 in all,” 
This from Superintendent of Schools Sia- 
ton to a Constitution reporter yesterday. 

“I have been considerably troubled,”’ 
he continued, “by finding that, in very 
many instances, applicants who have se- 
cured tickets of admission for schools 
are non-residents. Principals and teach- 
ers have found a number of such cases 
and, of course, when, upon investigation, 
it was learned that they were living 
with ‘Uncle John’ or some other relative 
or friend, I just had to dismiss them. 
This has very naturally caused a great 
deal of dissatisfacQon among the parties 
most interested an&® there has been much 
complaint. Of course, with the present 
crowded condition of schools, I have to 
take care of my own first and the law 
does not provide for non-residents. 

“What I believe would be @ paying in- 
vestment for the city would De the erec- 
tion of a school building especially for 
non-residents. I believe I could fill such 
an institution right. now with 50 schol- 
ars at $50 tuition a year. That would 
be $25,000, or enough to make the school 
a paying one the first year. Do I be- 
lieve such a proposition a practical one? 
Why, the figures prove it, and I feel 
sure it would be a success from the 
start. As it is now, there are any num- 
ber of those living within easy access to 
the city that must be turned out. I don't 
see how the city could make a better in- 
vestment.

New York, September 19.—The cotton market 
opened firm with prices 1 point lower to 3 
points higher and then worked upward very 
rapidly on active demand from the shorts an4 
strong Wall street buying. The latter did 
mot cease unti] January had reached 8.86, 
at which level profit taking set in on a large 
scale and carried the whole list off some 5 
points or more. The commission houses were 
free buyers on the early rise, much of thi: 
cotton bheing taken to replace staple solid 
on the early decline of yesterday, when the 
“rade as a whole trimmed for a drop of 20 
points ‘‘on the reaction theory.’’ Today's 
crop news was of decidedly bullieh tenor ani 
the reports from spot cotton markets were 
indicative of hardening views on the part 
of holders. The Liverpool cables were about 
a@s expected, but the private reports from 
Europe were pessimistic a_ rule. Receipts 
vere very lerge, but had been yuite gen- 
erally discounted. Late in the day the mar- 
ket weuffered a severe reaction under a flurry 
of profit taking, started by bearish weak-end 
statements from Supegintendent Kinz and 
Colonel Hester. The market closed barely 
sieady and net 2 to 5 points lower, after at 
‘one time having heen net 6 to 9 points higher. 
Total sales were estimated at 450,000 bales. 
The weather reports from the south indicated 
rather cool, but otherwise favorable condi- 
tions.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, Septem ‘er 19.—If tomorrow's 
bank statement does not make a strong shoy- 
ing, speculators .who bought stocks today wiil 
Le disappointed. The buying was based on 
the expectation that the surplus reserve of the 
banks has been replenished as a result of the 
week's events. The publication of the usual 
preliminary estimates of the carh movements 
of the week somewhat chilled the hope of a 
good bank estatenicnt, as a decrease in cash 
reserves of upward of $3.000.C000 was indi- 
cated. Of this amount the subtreasury has ab- 
sorbed some $2,660,000, including deposits of 
currency for telegraphic transfer to the fnterior. 
The regular rovement by express or routine 
banking operafions makes up the rest, but it is 
rot improbable that there bas hee special 
irovements of money not included in th “> rosu- 
tine operations. It is never possible io fore- 
(ast accuratelv the changes in the loan item, 
but it is confidently believed in the street 
that there has been a large contraction in the 
loan account during the week. ‘The steadiness 
of the eall morev market today, in the face 
of the demand for loan: to carry ever until 
Monday, was a strone indication that the po- 
sition of the banks is strengthened. The 
leader of the market today was easilv Si.

SWINDLING ON 
A HUGE SCALE 


This Is the Charge Which 
Faces Joseph Shachter 
and Wife. 


WIFE HAD SECRETED $895 
IN CASH IN HER STOCKING 


It Is Alleged That Shachter Has Been 
Buying Goods in New York, 
Having Them Shipped Here — 
and Then Shipped Back 
to New York. 


What is believed to be a huge swindling 
scheme has been unearthed in the Unit- 
ed States district court in the preliminary 
hearing of the Joseph Shachter bank- 
ruptecy petition, which came up before 
Judge Newman yesterday. 

Some rather sensational developments 
came out in the court room yesterday, 
such as the finding of $895 in cash secret- 
ed in the stocking of Mrs. Shachter, the 
handsome wife ot the man who is said to 
involved to the extent of $15,000 or 
$20,000, and the claim made that goods 
valued at several thousand @ollars had 
discovered hidden in New York.

About two weeks ago Joseph Shachter 
filed, with the clerk of the United States 
district court, a petition in bankruptcy, 
placing his liabilities at $1,000 and sched- 
uling no assets. Up to this time Shachter 
had been doing a general dry goods busi- 
ness at two places in the city, one at No, 
25 Whitehall street and the other at No. 
10 West Mitchel] street., 

It is claimed that shortly before fil- 
ing the petition he moved his goods 
from his Whitehall street store, shipping 
them to different places for concealment, 
he claiming that he had moved them 
to his Mitchell street store. Shachter, it 
is claimed, returned trom New York a 
short time ago, where he had purchased 
a large stock of goods, ordering them 
shipped here. 

Shortly after his return from New 
York it is claimed that his wife, Mrs. 
Gussie Shachter, went to New York, > 
there aided her husband in secreting e 
goods which he had purchased by re- 
ceiving them and hiding them there when 
he had them shipped back to New York. 
It is claimed that in this way shoes, 
clothing, and other articles, valued at 
between $10,000 and $15,000, have been se- 
cured, and that now the goods cannot 
be found by the creditors. 

The creditors, through their attorneys, 
Mavyson, Hill & McGill and Paul Johnson, 
filed an attachment for contempt, charg- 
ing conspiracy to hide the goods and 
failure to produce them. 

It was in the hearing of this case yes- 
terday that al] the evidence came out, 
and that the discovery of the §$8% cash 
Secreted jin the dainty hosiery of Mrs. 
Shachter was made, 
Philip Shachter, brother of the man 
alleged to be so heavily involved, was 
placed on the stand, and after telling a 
number of different stories about having 
$1,395, as to where it was hidden, and 
where he had gotten it, finally admitted 
that he had received the money trom his 
brother, and $500 of it was in the form 
of a check, which he had on his pe.. 
and the other $8¥5 was delivered over 
from its hiding place by Mrs. Shachter. 

lt was. ‘brought out In the evidence 
yesterday that the discovery of the al- 
leged stealing was made by tne securing 
ot certain letters, which were written 
from New York by Mrs. Shachter to her 
husband, directing him as to where and 
how the goods should be h‘dden. The gs- 
tcrneys tor the creditors in the case con- 
sider these letters their strongest evi- 
dence. 

It is stated that a large number of 
New York firms are interested in the out- 
come of the case, as wel! as several .o- 
cal merchants. ‘he case may be settled 
Without further iitigation by Shaenter 
delivering over all the goods alleged to 
bave been hiiden, or his paying for them, 
dollar for dollar.

Knoxville, Tenn., September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—It is announced that the Louis- 


‘Wille and Nashville has determined to 


expend about $1,000,000 for extensive im- 
provements on the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern railroad, which was pur- 
chaséd by it some time ago.
